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Mr. Chairman, 
Mr. Principal, 
Honored Guests, 
Members of the Board of Governors, 
Members of the Faculty, 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 


It is a great honour for me to speak on behalf of the Graduating Class this 
evening. At this point in our lives we have the opportunity and obligation to express 
our thankfulness and good will, to those members of our families as well as to college 
officials, who have afforded us the means of university education. Many of us are 
particularly thankful for the College’s Evening Division, without which it would have 
been impossible to obtain university education. We are truly grateful for the patient 
help and kindness given by the College Faculty; and for the many friendships that 
we have made with that Faculty. We will remember the personalities of these friends 
long after much of the detail of their courses has been forgotten; and it is this friendship 
that we cherish and are particularly thankful for at this time. 


We have been fortunate in finding at Sir George Williams College a philosophy 
of education conducive to developing attitudes of tolerance, open-mindedness, and 
criticism. The Aims of the College give a sound basis on which to “Grow in character 
and personality as well as in those techniques and appreciations which may be required 
in full and satisfactory living.” It is further recognized that good scholarship can only 
be sound when it is vital in a living process. It is therefore deduced that our kind 
of education is not a method of becoming highly specialized in one small area of life, 
but is rather a process of maturing attitudes towards persons, institutions, and the whole 
of one’s environment. 


The word “college” implies a body of colleagues. During the past few years 
we have been members of such a body, whose aim it was to discover and clarify 
truth, An important part of our life was the generally prevalent atmosphere of 
tolerance, open-mindedness, and criticism — qualities of personality so necessary to 
the search for truth. 


The university, while being a “universe” or community in its own right, is also 
part of a wider society outside its walls; this wider society has responsibilities to the 
university, just as the university has responsibilities to the ‘outside community. It is 
important to note, however, that the atmosphere of society in general hardly cor- 
responds, at present, to the ideals of our College. For there we find social forces 
and pressures directed against the search for truth — against the atmosphere of 
tolerance and skepticism. The society’s norm, it must be said, is not one of truth, 


but rather one of conformity; and this conformity invariably tends to make inroads 
upon individual liberty. At the same time, the comparative size and strength of 
outside society means that very often it exercises undue pressure and a molding 
influence upon the university. 


The result of this social pressure is not usually desirable. For example, we 
find that very often unimportant issues gain the attention of students, and thereby 
distract them from questions which really affect the development of their personalities. 
Such questions usually present themselves to the individual as a choice between either 
conforming to the opinion of the majority, or being persecuted for the sake of the 
truth. One may even be persecuted, not for propagating some illegal ideology, 
but merely for attempting to uphold in practice the atmosphere of skeptical toleration, 
which in theory, is completely accepted in our College. Now, in some universities a 
great deal of time and effort are expended on “athletic nights,” “pep rallies,” and 
spectator sports, all at the expense of developing the mature personality and individual 
critical mind. It is even possible that, in our own College, the question of whether 
“coke” bottles should be placed on window sills tended, during the past session, to 
occupy much of our attention. Our minds might have been more profitably concerned 
with fundamental religious, social, and political issues. One of the results of such 
diversions, if they become the general rule, is the cultivation of a social unconsciousness 
expressing itself in apathy on the one hand and hysteria on the other. 


The production of informed and critical leadership is the most obvious way 
in which the university may respond to society’s pressure for conformity. A pro- 
phetic leadership is urgently needed. We, who have experienced to a large extent, 
the atmosphere in which truth can emerge, should now “prophesy” by taking this 
atmosphere of tolerance and skepticism into the circles of our particular professions. 
This prophetic leadership must be executed, however, on both individual and group 
levels. The group-conformism of society must be challenged not merely by the lonely 
skeptic, but by the corporate witness of those who have been educated into the critical 
attitude. 


This evening we are happy and proud to be Graduates of Sir George 
Williams College. We are grateful to the Faculty and to the Board of Governors 
for having helped us enjoy our undergraduate work. We value the many friendships 
we have made among members of the Faculty and, at this time, we offer our sincere 
appreciation for all that has been done for us. We believe and expect that the 
coming years of our lives, in constructive service to the whole of society, will be proof 
of this appreciation.

COLLEGE 
EDUCATION ? 


Today's student has discovered that if he sits in a lecture-room three times a 
week and if he sits long enough, he can graduate. To too many students 
a college education simply means a degree. To too many students a 
college education is anything but an education. 


Too many of our students are uneducated. They do not know how to think for themselves. They do not know how 
to read intelligently. They do not know how to make decisions on important issues that may confront them. Our colleges 
have become institutions of mass education. The individual student has disappeared. He has learned mechanical skills; 
he has learned how to make a living but not how to live. 


We do not deny their importance. But are these the prime reasons for colleges 2? We will admit, as Professor Thompson 
says in his “Humanism in Action”, that “one of the functions of education is to fit us into the pattern of organized society by 
instructing us in the skills which have become essential attributes of living.” But to go a step further we say that ‘the secret 
of successful education lies in stimulating in the student the desire to know.” This is an important reason for college. 


Today's student soaks up information which he hopes will enable him to obtain a pass mark in examinations. He 
has certain minimum syllabus requirements to meet. He is too busy to learn how to think; too occupied to acquire knowledge 
and understanding in his course subjects. On the other hand, the lecturer has a time table to follow. And follow it he does. 
Whether the student is able to intelligently absorb what has been said seems to be of little concern to some lecturers. We 
must sadly admit that some lecturers have much knowledge and experience in their fields but unfortunately are unable 
to impart their knowledge for the student's benefit. Neither lecturer nor student is able to do justice to their respective tasks 


of teaching and of learning. 


Another important reason for college is to enable students to get what Huxley calls a Liberal Education — “one which 
will enable him to be intelligently aware of social and economic conditions; political systems and ideas; religious, moral, and 
philosophical concepts and aesthetic experiences.” In other words, a student should be able to obtain an education on 
how to live; not only an education on how to make a living. 


Today's student sits in a lecture room with several hundred other students. The professor may lecture over a public 
address system; he refers to lecture notes; recommends certain texts and concludes his lecture. There is no time available 
for questions or discussion period. This continues until examination time. The student studies his texts, does the required 
reading, glances over mimeographed lecture-notes which he has probably bought from a previous student, tries to pick 
the questions most likely to be asked and then he enters the examination room. His professor may not personally mark 
the answers but has student assistants to do the chore. Possibly the only sign of the human hand in the student's college 
career is when he registers, pays his fees, and receives his diploma at convocation. This may be college. It is not a college 
education. It definitely is not a liberal education. 


Yet it would be wrong to deny talented youth the opportunity for higher education on the grounds that there is no 
room. The solution lies in a revamping of our system of college education. 


This is the problem which confronts the thinking leaders of our progressive colleges. The challenge is whether the 
colleges will turn out automatons and quiz experts or thinking individuals ready to accept the responsibility of citizenship 
in this troubled world.
